but excepting theſe and the two other Perſons 

 afore-mentioned, all of Mankind muſt Die 
once, and after Death, be Judged; adjudged 


by a Tighteous God to endlefs Joy, or ne- : 
ver ending Miſery. This being a ſettled Law 


or Appointment of that righteous Governour 


of the World, in conformity thereto, fays/the 


Apoſtle, Chriſt Was once offered, e. 


to bear the Sins of many; that is, to ſuffer the 


Puniſhment due to the Sins of as many as ſin- 
cerely Believe on him ; and as he has once of- 


fered himſelf a Sacrifice to divine Juſtice, for 


the Sins of Believers, ſo unt, or for them, he 
will appear a ſecond * Time, without Sin, with- 


out being any further anſwerable for the Sins 


of his People, wnto Salvation, in order to a 


compleating their everlaſting Salvation. — But, | 


without inſiſting on tlie whole of the Sentence, 
J have briefly explained, in one Diſcourſe, let 


me firſt take theſe words ſeparately, It is ap- 
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pointed unto Men once to Die; and after 
this the Judgment; the plain meaning of which 
Words is this: It is a ſettled Law or Conſti- 
tution of the righteous Governour of the Uni- 
- verſe, that Mankind in general, ſhall Die 
once, and that after Death, they ſhall be judg- 
ed. Let this then be the Doctrine of the 


Text; in ſpeaking to which I would ſhow,

I. What is Death, or what is it for a Per- 
ſon to Die? This we are not able to give an 


sccount of from Experience; for though we 


all of us know what it is to lie, we none of 
us do ſo well know what it is to die. We all 
of us without doubt know by Experience 
what the fears of Death are, what it is to 
dread the Approach of the King of Terrors; 
but we don't as yet know by Experience 
what it is to conflict with the Agonies of 

Death, or to ſuffer the Arreſt of it. Death

is no more than a Privation of Life: 
is Death in the general. When we ek 1 8 
the Death of an Human Body, we mean there- 
by, its becoming void of Life, its becoming 
deſtitute of Senſe and Motion, or a dull, unac- 
tive, ſenſeleſs lump of Clay, which is either 
conſequent upon, or produced by a Diſſolu- 
tion of the very near and ſpecial relation, that 
we find now to ſubfiſt between the Sou and 
Body. The God of Nature has appointed a 
very near Relation or Union betwixt theſe 
two; in ſuch a ſenſe of Union as their entirel 
different N atures will admit of, the Soul 
which is a pure intellectual Being, and the 
Body which is compounded of Matter, are 
Cloſely and peculiarly United. I do not now 
curiouſly enquire what account may be giyen 
of the Nature of this Relation, the Manner of 
this Union; ſo near and ſo peculiar is it, that. 
the Souls of Men are ſaid to be and dwell in 
their Bodies. During the preſent Life, Chrif- 
tians are ſaid to be at home in the Body , and 
abſent from the Lord; and in that fires: Life 
which they are to enter upon when their Bo- 
dies Die, they will be abſe no the Body, : 
and preſent with Chriſt, 2 Cor. 5, 6, 8. So + 
that the preſent Relation between Soul and 
Body is to be diſſolved, their preſent pecu- | 
liar concern with one another, — their mu- 
tual influences on each other are to ceaſe. 
The Inmortal Soul will no longer converſe 
with the Things of this preſent World, by 
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means of its Hoay; it will no more be influ 
enced, as to any of its Operations, by the ro nd "HB 
neither will this animal Engine, the Body, be 
any longer ſubje& to the Soul, as we. know it, 
in many Inſtances, to be at preſent.

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rule all the Affairs of the World for his 


Glory, and to do whatſoever he inclines to do, 


and ought not to be arrogantly queſtioned by 


any of his Creatures, with a what doeft thou; 


yet inſtead of looking upon him as an arbi- 


trary, we muſt acknowledge him to be an infi- 


nitely wiſe, good and juft Being, Charac- 
ters inconſiſtent with that of an arbitrary 


Being; for an arbitrary Being is one Who is 


governed by meer Pleaſure, without a regard 
to the fitneſs of Things, and without — 


ing any good Reaſons for acting and determin- 


ing as he does. But we muſt not ſo conceive 


of the great God, whoſe determinations and 


dealings with his Creatures, are all under the 


direction of infinite Wiſdom, and moſt agreea een, 


ble to Goodneſs and Equity. Eph. i. 11. He 
worketh all Things after the Council of his own 
Will; or according to his own moſt wiſe De- 
termination. Pſal- clxv. 17. the Lord is Righ= 
teous in all his Ways, and Holy in all his 

2. The Death of Mankind does not fall out 
neceſſarily,” for that which happens neceſſarily, 


cannot but be. But as, poſſibly, Mankind 


might never have exiſted at all; fo, poſſibly, 
they might have exiſted without becoming lia- 
ble to Death. *Tis true, what God has once 
appointed cannot but come to paſs. Iſaiah xliii. 
13. I will work, and who fpall let it. If 


God will faye a Perſon from Death, who can 


B take 
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take away the Life of ſuch an one? If he will 
ſend his Meſſenger of Death to a Perſon: or 
Family, who can prevent it? But though 
every one of Mankind muſt Die, when and 
-wwhere and by what means God pleaſes, it does 
not follow, that it falls out zecegarily, becauſe 
God, as a free, though not an arbitrary 
Agent, might have determined to 'take him 
away at another TI ime, and "Dye a different 
Means. 

3. I being. appointed unto Men once to 
Die implies, that their Death does not come 
by Chance. The World is governed not by 
blind Chance, 5 but b the wiſe Prov idence of | 
God: Though we find ſuch a ſaying as this 
in our Bible; Time and Chance happeneth to 
all Men; Eccleſ. ix. 11. It muſt not be un- 
derſtood as though any Thing falls out with- 

out a foregoing Purpoſe on God's Fart to bring 
it to paſs, or ſuffer it to fall out. If a Spar 
row cannot fall to the Ground without our 
Father, his Knowledge, his Conſent, his — 
pointment, How is it poſſible that any of Man- 
Kind ſhould be taken out of this ang by 
Chancæ 7 

4. The Death of Mankind does not; cannot, 5 
altogether depend on ſecond Canſes. For by 
what Means or Inſtruments ſoever a Perſons 
Life is taken away, tis not without God's 
Permiſſion and Appointment. If one Man kills 
another either from pre-oonceived Malice, or 
through ſudden 1 bs as we — 
lay, 
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fay, accidentally, there 
permiſſive Providence in ſich an unhappy. 
Event; Exod. xxi. 13. If any ate ſo thought- 
| leſs as to impair their Health and ſhorten their 
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Lives by Intemperance and Riot, tis no Im- 
peachment of the Goodneſs and Equity ofiPto- 
vidence to ſay, that God ſuffers them to goon 
in ſuch deſtructive Courſes, © not reftraining ©. 


them, or giving an effectual turn to their.cor- 
rupt Inclinations, when he could eaſily do ſo

if he pleaſed. For as the King's Heart is in 
the Hand of the Lord, as the Rivers of IM aten; 
ſo is the Heart of every other Perſon in the 


World. He turneth it whitherſoever he will. 


Let the Heart of a Sinner be ever ſo averſe to 
all that is Good, and ever ſo ſtrongly inelined 
to what is diſpleaſing to God and hurtful to 
himſelf; divine Grace, without infringing 
the natural Liberty of the Creature, can give 
it ſach a turn, as that he ſhali abhor what he 
before choſe, and chuſe- what before he was 
W firongly inclined to. This is done by a gra- 
cious God g for every Sinner who is converted 
to God and Holineſs; ſuch an one is an inſtance 
of the accompliſhment of thoſe gracious Pro- 
= miſes. Pal. cx. 3. Eæel. xxxvi. 26. Hoſea 
= xiv. 4. Sc. Now what effefFual Grace does for 
one, it can do for another. If therefore any 
will go on in: fooliſh, hurtful ' ways, which 
bring them to their End, when, humanly 
| ſpeaking and according to the Courſe of Na- 
ture, they might 1 lived much longer; a 
T;õö;' oo wife 
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wiſe and good God ſuffers them, Ps FROM not 
force them againſt their Wills, to proceed and 
by that means to periſh. - In every caſe Death 

is conſequent upon the Will and Appointment 
of the great God, who as a wiſe and righte- 
ous Governour, would not oblige his Creatures 
to ſuffer ſuch an Evil, ſo diſagreeable and ſhock- 
ing to Nature, was there not ſomewhat, which 


obliged him, in regard to his own Honour and 
that of his righteousLaw, thus to deal with them. 


No that which is the Cauſe of this dark 


gloomy Diſpenſation is Sin. It was by Si 
that Death came into the World at firft, and 
it is by reaſon of Gin only that it continues to 
viſit Mankind in every Age. Though ſome 
talk of Death as the effect of Nature, and 
others attribute it to what they call Fate or 
unavoidable Neceſſity ; the Scripture acknow- 
ledges no Cauſe of Death but Sin. Even the 
Death of Chriſt was cauſed by Sin; therefore 
was he obliged to Die, becauſe he had bound 
himſelf to be anfiventhle for the Sins of his 
People. There would have been no occaſion 
for him to Die in their ſtead, if they had not 
expoſed themſel ves to bodily Death, and 
endleſs Miſery, by ſinning againſt God. 
Adam, our ft Father, did not become liable 
to Die, till he became a Sinner. Gen. ii. 17. 
in the day thou eateſt thereof, that is, of the 
forbidden Fruit, thou ſhalt ſurely Die; ; that 
is, thou ſhalt. then begin to Die, thou ſhalt 
then inſtantly be obnoxious to Death. Gen. 
iii. 


iii. 19. Duſt thou art and unto Duſt thou ſbalt 
return. We muſt not take thoſe Words as 
though his Obligation to return to the Duſt or 
Die, aroſe from his being formed of the Duſt, 


for this Sentence was not denounced againſt 


him till after his Fall: They intimate there- 
fore, that whereas had he continued upright, 
| God might and would have preferved him 
from Death, notwithſtanding his being made 
of the Duſt of the Ground; upon his ſinning 
he was obliged to Die. Beſides theſe Scrip- 
tures, there are ſeveral more that aſcribe the 
Death of Mank ind to Sin, as the ſole proper 


Cauſe thereof. One is, Rom. v. 12. by one 


Aas (i. e. Adam) Sin entred into the World, 
and Death by Sin. Death paſſed upon all 
Men, for that all have ſinned. —v. 15. thro 


. ence of one, (Adam) many (i. e. al! 
| Adam's Poſterity) are Dead; which Words 


& plainly ſpeak of the Sin of our firſt Father, as 
the original Cauſe of the Death of Mankind. 
He by his fault involved both himſelf and all 


his natural Deſcendants in a liableneſs to the 


arreſt of the King of Terrors; v. 21. Sin hath 


reigned unto Death, i.e. it hath prevailed over 
Mankind fo far as to expoſe them to Death. 
Kam. vi. 21. the Wages of Sin is Death, that 


is, Death is the conſequent of Sin, and it is 
due to it: All theſe Scriptures ſhow, that Sin 
is the Cauſe of every kind of Death, ſo that 
Mankind would never have been liable to Die 
if they had not ſinned. From hence, by the

way, it follows, that Death is leſs Evil in the 
Nature of it than din; and hence we have a 

roof of original Sin. Infants, we find, are 
Fable to Death; Now from whence is that? 
What can we reſolve it into but the Sin of 
their Natures, derived from their firſt Father? 
In him, or by Virtue of their relation to him, 
> all Die, 1 Cor. 15. 22. becauſe in him all n- 
ned, and from him derive corrupt ſiniſul Na- 
ftures, which incline to all manner of actual 

Sins: Since Infants (of whom it is not evident 

tthat they commit actual Sins, to deſerve it,) 
no ſooner are born than they are liable to 
5 Death; either this is owing to original Sin, or 

there is Death without Sin, but the Scripture 

acknowledges no Cauſe of Death beſides Sin, 
as we have heard of: Whatever Difficulties 
therefore attend the Doctrine of original Sin, 

» hereis a plain Proof of the Thing itſelf; not 

fairly to be evaded by thoſe who regard the 
Scriptures as their Rule; we are no ſoon- 
er born than we are liable to Die. This 
muſt be owing to ſome Sin or other, 
becauſe the Scripture ſays, Death is the. ili 
Mages of Sin, and it acknowledges no other 
proper Cauſe of Death, beſides Sin; we are 
therefore Tranſgreſſors from the Womb, we 
begin to be Sinners as ſoon as we become the 
+1 Deſcendants of the firſt Adam. While Infants, - 
Ve are (as derived from him) fallen Creatures, 
i guilty polluted Creatures, children of wrath 
are we by Nature, having need of the Blood 
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of Chriſt and the Spirit of Chriſt to cleanſe and 
renew us. Beſides the plain Proofs that the 
Scripture gives us of this our native Guilt and 
Pollution, we have it ſenſibly and continually 
| proved to us, in the liableneſs of all from their 
very 7 Birth, to. that which the Word of 
Truth repreſents as the conſequent, and penal 
Fruit of Sin, and as having no Cauſe beſides 
that, which therefore we ſhould hate more 
than Death, and flee from as the moſt malig- 
nant Diſtemper, and ſeek, with all imaginable 
earneſtneſs, to be, through the Death and by 
the effectual Grace of Chriſt, fully and finally

= 3aly. What is it to be Judged ? Or what is 
that Judgment which the Text points at as 
conſequent upon Death? To be judged, it is 
to be aſſigned by the righteous Sentence of 
God, the Judge of all, either to a State of 
everlaſting Bleſſedneſs, or to a State of endleſs 
W Miſery. It is to be acquitted by him who 
alone is able to ſave, or condemned by him 
= who has it in his Power not only to kill the 
Body, but to deſtroy both Soul and Body in 
Hell. That which renders Death ſo much 
the object of our Dread, is an apprehenſion of 
the eternal Judgment that follows after it. T7 
is appointed uno Men once to Die, the 
Thought of that is not a little ungrateful and 
ſhocking to Nature, but when it is added, 
| after this the Judgment, that adds to the 
Z OO Terror 


Terros of the puilty Minds of Men, conſcjou 
of having offended an Almighty Holy God, 
and not perſuaded of an Intereſt in the Satis- 
faction of Chriſt, whoſe dying for Belie vers 
renders Death, which in itſelf is a part of the 

Curſe of the Law, advantag 


eous to them, and 
Delivers them not from being Judged, but 
from being Condemned Sy their Judge. 
We may diſtinguiſh 4 particular Judgment 
that =" on every Man immediately after 
Death; and the final Fuagment of the laſt 
Day Theſe two are very differently to be un- 
bod: for the former, perhaps, does not 
conſiſt in any explicite formal procedure, as 
the other will do. When the Soul paſſes out 
of the Body it inftantly becomes perfectly Wl 
free from Sin and Sorrow, or it inſtantly Wl 
ſinks into remedileſs Woe. The Soul of a 
true Chriſtian is no ſooner diſlodged from its 
frail Body, than it is preſent with - Chriſt, 
(which is the Deſcription that the Apoſtle 
gives of its future Happineſs) and the Soul Wl 
of an ungodly Perſon is no ſooner diſ-em- 
bodied, than it is in Hell. Conſec 3 .

as though he had been a vile Malefactor, to 
an ignominious and painful Execution. Some- 
times we read, that Chriſt gave himſelf to 

Death ; that he offered himſelf to God. At 

other times, it is laid, that he was delivered 

or given up, that he was put to Death; or, 
as we have it in the Text, that he was offered. 

Theſe different ways of ſpeaking are very 

conſiſtent, ſince Chriſt voluntarily expoſed- 

himſelf fo the Death, he ſuffered, according 
to the Will of God the Father, and at the 
fame Time he ſuffered by the Treachery and 

Malice of others. It was neceſſary that our 

Lord ſhould conſent to his own Death, and 

that he ſhould be in a manner active therein. 

For he was to be the Subſtance and Anti-type 

of the Legal Prieſts, which he could not be 

without the offerin f 'of himſelf. If he had not 
freely given himſelf as a Victim to be ſlain, his 
dying 228 not have been meritorious, or any 
way profitable for thoſe whom he was to ſuffer 

Death for. He could not be put to Death 

againſt his Will, becauſe he was God as well 

as Man, and had an abſolute Ae over 
his own Life, which cannot be ſaid of any
